They were subse- 
quently femoved to the ‘cadets’ 
headquarters, where officials 
apologised, saying that an ignor- 
ant, undisciplined mob was 
responsible.’ * 
EMPTY APOLOGY. 

So much. for the story of the 
omtrage, Let ux deal for a 
moment or s6 with the outstand- 
ing features of the incident.’ The 
aasertion that an ignorant, undis- 
ciplined mob was responsible is 
sheer rubbish, and if Lhe officials 
concerned---we know not who 
they are—imagine that they can 
white-wash these disgraceful pro- 
ceedings by a mere apology on 
those grounds, they must be given 
to understand quite clearly that 
they are mistaken, ' 

Assuming that the incident 
commenced with the attack, upon 
the two journalists by a crowd of 
a thousand sttikers “gesticulat- 
ing, brandishing sticks, shquting 
and making constent attempts to 
surround the newspapermen” 
what possible explanation can be 
forthcoming in regard to ‘their 
scandalous treatment during their 
sojourn in the headquarters of the 
so-called Labour Army, and for 
their incarceration in a ‘filthy 
‘atrench-ridden prison? 

: TIME FOR ACTION. ' 

We hope the British Consul- 
General will Jose no time in lodg-

BRITAIN SEEKS TO HURRY

After eight months’ detention in 
the cells, Captain Charles Arthur, 
former A.D.C. to Rajah Sir Hari 
Singh, and one of the leading 
figures in'the “Mr, A‘' casa in the 
London Law Courts, who was 
arrested in Paris on un extradition 
warrant issued by the British Gov- 
ernment, is seriously ill. 

His long detention las so preyed 
pon ha heal that he has de- 
manded a medical examination ond 
removal to hospital. Dr. Paul, a 
medico-legal expert, has seen him 
oe has not yet closely examined 
him. 


Captain Arthiw was arrested in 
aris on December 2 last year at 
the;requert of the British Govern- 
ment; who wished to have 
him oxtradited to province him 
in connection with the Robinson 
v. Midland Bank case, He 
was , detained until January 
80 ‘under the, moat favour- 
able conditions at the depot in 
Paris, being allowed to receive re- 
lotives and friends. On that date

was rejected, but detained him on a 
|charga.. of receiving ‘in France, 
moneys known to have been stolen.

TRACING CAUSE: OF": 
CANCER, : 
IMPORTANT RESULTS: 
ANNOUNGED:, 
Dr. W. EB. Gye and! Mr: 
J. E. Barnard intend: to: pub- 
lish in a medical journal the: 
important results of their: four 
year research. on-cancer and other 
malignant new, growths,’ In fair- 
ness to them; those qualified to 
speak with authority on their 
work will remain silent until the 
date of publication, But it is safe 
to say that without any exception 
their discoveries appear to be the 
best-substantiated claim to the 
elucidation of the cause of cancer 
that has yet been made. . 

Briefly, it may be said that the 
work has been done on a strain 
of filter-passing virus isolated by 
Rous in America from sarcoma in 
chickens. Tt has been well known 
for years that from an extract of 
this form of new growth a Hving 
virus capable of passing through 
a filter could be obtained. The 
new work in part has been the 
determination of the life-history 
of this organism and ita examina- 
‘tion: by ultra. microscope. 

Tn addition to this, these work- 
ers have been.able'to, give a satis- 
‘factory answer to the great pro- 
blem.of cancer. There is a spacial 
type: of cancer for every organ of 
the-bady. But bacteria, as is well 
known, set up changes in organs 
peculiar not to the organ affected 
but to the micro-organism 
responsible for the disease. Thus 
a tubercle bacillus sets up’ an 
identical: tubercular process 
wherever .it obtains a foothold. 
How, then, can cancer be caused 
by a micro-organism? How, at 
any rate, can all types of cancer 
be caused by’ the same micro- 
organism? The answer to this 
question will be ‘supplied by the 
authors, and it is amply satis- 
factory. Their strain of filter- 
passing virus can set up more 
than one type of malignant dis-’ 
ease: 


Finally, if the cause be estab- 
lished, can a cure follow?. Dr. 
Gye has something-to say on this 
point also. For the public, indeed, 
this: is the all-important question. 

Until the whole work is avail- 
able for study little can be added 
to: this summary. But there are 
several interesting features. The 
authors sought and found their 
organism among the filter-passing 
viruses—a group of organisms 
outside the range of vision even 
with intense magnification. In 
that group come, it is believed, 
the organisms which cause in- 
fluenza, the dread “sleepy sick- 
ness,” and smailpox. Once again 
attention is drawn to the infinitely 
smal).. It is safe to say that the 
future of medicine lies in that 
most difficult study. 


Coming Announcement, 


The “Lancet” issues the follow.

A notable contribution. to exist- 
ing knowledge as to the origin of 
cancer is made public this week in 
the “Lancet.” The new work has 
been done with the support of the 
Medical Research Council, extend- 
ed over a long period, has at 
various stages received the helpful 
co-operation of Dr. J. A. Murray, 
the medica] director of the Im- 
perial Cancer Fund, and is to somie 
extent in continuation of the well- 
known experiments of Peyton 
Rous in America. 


It claims attention, therefore, 
on the strong grounds that its 
authors are selected exponents of 
modern research; that its techni- 
que and conclusions have been con- 
sidered favourably where criticism 
has real significance; and that its 
foundations were truly laid and 
have stood the. test of time. .
